FCC News: New Rules Governing Vanity, Club Station Call Signs to Take Effect Feb. 14, 2011 


Arrl Letter Dec 16, 2010 
On Wednesday, December 15, new rules affecting vanity and club station call signs within 
the Amateur Radio Service were published in the Federal Register. These new rules will go 
into effect on February 14, 2011. Thirteen months ago, the FCC announced its intention to 
modify Part 97 as it applies to the vanity call sign system and club station call signs, 
aligning the rules to prior Commission decisions. 

Last month, the Commission released a Report and Order (R&O), outlining its decision. 
Along with the changes to the call sign rules, the FCC made "certain minor, non- 
substantive amendments" to portions of Part 97 


Directions are as follows: 
1) Get to route 155 anyway you can/want and take it South towards Voorheesville/Altamont 
2) Take 155 all the way to the end round-about in Voorheesville 
3) Enter round-about and take first exit (towards Voorheesville) 
4) Go straight until you get to first traffic light 
(across from Smith's Tavern and Voorheesville Elementary School ) 
5) At light turn right onto 156. (Altamont Ave) 
6) Go about one tenth mile until fork, then continue straight--do NOT take left fork to Altamont 
7) Library is on right about 0.5 miles up the road (just before the railroad crossing and directly 
across the road from the Village Pet Clinic)
